The many friend« of Mr. Charles Aquilina, 
late of Messrs. Thomsa Conk and Sin, and 
present!y proprietor of the Carlton Hotel, will 
bea pleased to hear that H.H. Pine X. baa 
created him a Knight of the Order of St 
Gregory the Great, in recognition of his 
nomerous deeds of charity, both here and in 
Malta. 

Chevalier Aquilina is sn old resident heré! 
He came ont in 1871, ard as president of the 
Malte-e Benevolent Society and ths Society 
of 8+, Vincent de Paul, has rendered signal 


services to sll who were in need of them. He! 


was alzo one of the founders and ficat president 
of the Maltese Victories School, an institu‘ion 
where to-day some 150 men and boys are 
taught the Boglish langnage free of charge.

oessitated. It is in recognition of these and 
many other acts of hamanity performed both 
here and on bis rocky island home that bia, 
Holiness has beatowed upon Mr. Aquitinw 
this well merited title.

DUKE OF THE ABRUZZI’S 
EXPLORATIONS IN ° AFRICA. 


— 


A datirguished gathering; inclnding the 
King and the Pri: ce cf Wald, was present at 
the Q:een’s Hal!, London, on S:tarday work, 
when the Doke of the Abrizzi lectored before 
the Royal Geographical Society on ‘ The Snowa 
of ths Ni’e.” King Bdward had previou.'y 
entertained the royal explorer at dinser at 
Buckingham Palace. 

At the command of his M jasty, Sir Georze 
Taabman Goldie, the he«d of the Royal Gao- 
graphical Society, introdaced the lectarer. He 
took occasion to say that, althoagh his Mxj «ty 
bad freqnent’y attendei tha meeting: «f their 
society when Prince of Walesa during. tha 40 
years be hed been vice-patron, and thorgh the 
late Queen had been patron during her long 
and glorious reign, this was the first time they 
hed ever been hononred at a meeting ty the 
presence of the reigning Sovernign. 

The Duke's lectare, which wis delivered in 
perfect English and with notable fluency, was 
direct and practical in its language, and, in 
brief, eminently adapted to the Andience to 
which it was add-e sed Several attewpte, ha 
explained, had been made by pravions explorera 
to ascaad Rawerz ri on one side or the other, 
and before miking his attempt he had carn. 
fally noted the information provided by hia 
predecessors. Tha range was probab'y seen for 
the first tims by Buroveans by Sir 8. Baker in 
1864, ani later by Gess’, in 1876. Neither 
traveller farmei any exact idea of the import- 
ance of the ranga, howaver, and so Sir Henry 
Stanley was raservad the distinc‘ion of being 
its trae discoverer. Stanley not on'y saw the 
mountaio range to tha soath from Lek» Albert, 
bat in tha following year traversed its w3:tern 
slopes. Stanley rece'ved many diffa-ent an- 
swers to his irqniries as to the name looally 
givin to thase white monntains. Amongst the 
vations nat ve desizaations, ha chow thst of 
Rowanzpri, which in tha langaage of Mt<ora 
meant “rainmsker.” Rowerzori was the only 
snowy range in. the Nils basin, and therefore 
the only monntain'that met Ptolemy's state 
ment that the Nile was fed from mountain 
enowe. 

After describing the varions attempts made 
to reach the sammit of the monotain, bisa Royal 
Highr es told-h-rw~he lef: Naples on April 16 
last year acoompan'ed by +everal Italian 20 
logists and Botaniste, in order to reach the 
mountain by June or Jaly, when the rainfall 
was leas persistant, After 54 days’ travel anda 
jonrney of 6,000 miles, thay st last arrived at 
the foot of ths range, hiving travelled to 


The attainment of the main otject of his 
long and ardaous jonrney was thus graphically 
presented by the Doke :—"“We foond at last a 
sort of ice chimney, 6ft. high, and Petigax, to 
climb i*, bad to plant his nailed boots on the 


head and shoalders of the unfortunate Ollier, | 


who served him as a mounting block. The 
ridge was ours, and at the seme time the top.” 
Amid cheers, in which King Edward joined, 
the Duke went on to ray :— “It was at 11.50, 
A fresh breeze blew from the south-east; the 
clouds swept past but a few yards onder us, 
les ving olear only the two pesks that we bad 
left and that on which we wore standing. And 
to these summits, the only ones in view at 
this moment which crowned my efforts, I gave 
the names of Margherita and Alexandre, in

A very pr-ctical feature of the lectare was 
the alwirable photographic pictures witb 
which it was i'lnstrated. These were after- 
wards deservedly onommended !y the King. 
The lectorer hid rather than advertised the 
perils of ths moontaineerirg, bat the photo 
graphs could not be silenced. 

Before the applause which greeted the 
conclusion of the lectare had died down, 
King Edward rose and ssid: “I feel convinced 
that I»m expressirg tha wishes «t theR yil 
Geographical “Soc'ety, as we'll as of this 
assemblage to nizht, when | tender oor thanks 
to His Royal Highues: tha Duke of the 
Abruzzi for ths intereating leotare which he 
has jast given as. He has travelled a long way 
for this purpose, and it has been no donbt\s 
great atrain on his voice. I feel sare that all of 
os will go homa fally impressed with the 
admirable manner in which this expedition 
waa fitted and the snccessfal resalts which it 
attained.” (Cheers.) King Edward proceeded
